PRESIDERT'S NOTES 


In spite of rising costs in printing and mailing and all other office 
expenses we have operated with a modest balance in the black this year. The state- 
ment is somewhat better than provident management should show as about one half 
of this net income must be transferred to our Life Membership account, the interest 
of which provides the income to carry Life Members in liau of dues. However,during 
this past year it appears that ARRL and the Radio Society of Great Britain have both 
been faced with operating deficits: I have appointed a committee to study our long 
range planning to see whether there may be a need to increase dues in the future. 

We are fortunate in having dedicated officers and a general manager who give unst- 
inting of their time to operate our association at a minimal cost. 

Several of our members have suggested that the chapters and the National Organ- 
ization might canvas their members for contributions of old equipment, tubes, parts, 
etc., which members no longer have a real need for and set up a distribution prog- 
am so that these parts could be given to potential or deserving young amateurs, to 
encourage them to construct station equipment. We are getting along in years so 
don't leave your widows or heirs the trouble of disposing of your junk when you 
could see that some deserving youngster could enjoy and start him on an Amateur 
career.

OSCAR OEHMAN - W2KU 


Gn July 4, 1967, QCWA lost one of its most prominent Charter Members. Our last news 
letter was in the printers hands just as we received this information,and we now 
include something of his life of service to "Ham" Radio. W2KU started in radio 
about 1906 and was licensed in 1912, at which time he worked for the Marconi Wire- 
less Co., of America, as a radio operator aboard the SS Seminole City KVJ. During 
1914 he shipped out on a French ship going to France on which he was the only 
English speaking person. In 1918 he was aboard a ship going around the Horn, 
through the Straits of Megellan and up the coast to California and Washington. 

He worked for radio station WHN during the 1920s and later was associated with 
A. H. Grebe, in Richmond Hill, NY. In the early 1920s he was probably one of the 
first to relay a checker tournament by Ham radio between Schenectady and NYC, as 
well as one of the first to work Australia from the New York Area. 

Oscar was also custodian for W2USA during the New York World's Fair 1939-40. 

W2KU was a charter member of the Amateur VHF Institute of N¥, as well as of the 
QOCWA; during which time he was a very active member and past president concentr- 
ating on the VHF bands. Oscar leaves two sons; Stan W2HG who is an engineer for 
WNEW, and Lenny, a commercial artist. 


Oscar will be missed by the VHF Institute,as well as his many friends in QCWA 
and amateur radio. As a tribute to him, the Amateur VHF Institute applied to the 
FCC and received permission to have Oscar's call letters transferred to the club 
station, which was formerly W2WCR and is now W2KU.(Many thanks to W2AUF, DBD. W. 
Winter, Secretary of the VHF Institute for the above resume on Oscar -QCWA)

FRARK A. GUNTHER (W2ALS) 

Mr. Frank A. Gunther, President of Radio Engineering Laboratories Division(REL 
and Executive Vice-President of the parent company, Dynemics Corporation of America 
(OCA) was recently elected President of the Armstrong Memorial Research Foundation. 
The Foundation which honors the memory of Major Edwin H. Armstrong, inventor of FM 
radio and other discoveries such as the regenerative or feedback circuit, and the 
superheterodyne receiving circuit, was formed shortly after his death in 1954. 

In addition to honoring his memory, the Foundation has the following purposes 
to help perpetuate the principles that guided Major Armstrong in a life devoted to 
basic research in electronics; to aid the engineers and scientists capable of per- 
forming basic research in electronics and related fields of Science. 

To accomplish the above aims, the Charter of the Foundation provides that it 
may; make grants of funds and property to Columbia University, particularly to the 
school of Engineering; award scholarships and fellowships to graduate and under- 
graduate students found worthy of assistance. The Foundation may also allocate funds 
or property to institutions, groups_or persons not affiliated with Columbia Univer- 
Sity for educational and scientific purposes, including the preservation and comn- 
emoration of the inventions and research of Major Armstrong. 


Awards of these types are made yearly by the non-profit organization. 


Mr. Gunther, one of the Founding Members of the Armstrong memorial Foundation, 
was closely associated with Major Armstrong during the. developmental and experin- 
ental work in frequency modulation. In addition to his work with the Armstrong 
Foundation, Mr. Gunther is involved with other organizations pertaining to the 
radio industry. Mr. Gunther is a Director and a Life Member of the Quarter Century 
Wireless Association; Charter-Life Member of the American Radio Relay League; 
Fellow of the Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers; Past President and 
Fellow of the Radio Club of America; Past National President and Permanent Direct- 
or of the Armed Forces Communications and Electronics Association; and a member of 
the National Industry Advisory Committee of the Federal Communications Commission.
